There is once again a lull inthe Shantung question. The world 

still waits for Japan's announcement as to when she is going to hand 

.. back the territory to China and what conditions she is intending to}

interest in this question, and though President Wilson has taunted 

» some of the Senators that they are really more coucerned about the 
“overthrow of the Peace Treaty than they .are about China's rights, 
there can be no doubt that many Americans do believe that the 
Chinese have a genuine grievance on this issue.. That is true, not 
only of Americans but of many other peoples as well. Dr. Reinsch, 
the former U. 83. Minister to China, om his recent arrival in Japan, 
gave expression to that fact when he stated that Americans in the 
Far East realise-that the pledge to restore to China the sovereignty 

of Shantung means only the return of the shell, and in this they 
‘sympathise with the Chingse, just asdo all other foreigners in 
China though their attitude does not mean that Americans in the 
Far East.are anti-Japanese, in the sense that they feel that must 


|, Oppose whatever Japan may attempt. It is well that that point was]: 


made, for there is no doubt about it that many Japanese hold the 
. View that all opposition to Japanese measures has its root in hatred 
of the Japanese nation. Thatis not so, and it is about time some 
of our Oriental friends appreciated the fact: _- : 
"_. But-this does not imply that Japan is to be above criticism. 
She must now realise that as one of the Great Powers she bas high 
responsibilities to discharge, and that when her actions do not 
accord with other countries’ jdeas of what is right and just, she 
. cannot hope to escape adverse comment. There are far too many 
“touchy” Japanese about, both in and out of official circles. They 
should learn to take criticism as well as to offer it. What-is needed 
- amongst them ia more broad-mindedness, and a realisation of the

the tung or any other question does not necessarily signify

” Speaking of'war taxes general- 
ly, Hongkong legislators have 
certainly shown wisdom in re- 
moving the only’one that was 
imposed—the seven per cent, tax 
on the assessed rental of all tene- 
ments. Inasmuch as that tax 
was purely an occupiers’ tax it 
touched all sections of the com- 
munity and was an extremely 
just way to secure'the extra re- 
venue needed to assist ‘Imperial 
funds. Only on tobacco and 
alcholic liquors was an extra im- 
port duty charged, every other 
class of merchandise being allow- 
ed to come in, as it always hed, 
absolutely duty free. Our friends 
in Singapore seem to have made 
at least two serious mistakes. 
The first is that a war-tax of any 
kind should still be in operation, 


and the. second that the vital‘ 


stream of shipping -should be 
jeoparised by a revenue-raising 
incubus. If there is absolute need 
‘for,a permanently increased re- 
venue it should not much longer 
be collected under the designation 
of a war tax, for with no war the 
public are lead to the false con- 
clusion that the tax sill soon 
pass. Better would it be torepeal 
the present Ordinance and, if need 
be, introduce anew one-to achieve 
the desired-ends. We have no 
desire to preach to the Legislative 
Council of ‘Singapore, for we are 
called upon to do quite a lot of 
preaching to-our own, but the ap- 
neal of the Singapore Chamber 
for support in its ‘present endeav- 
our is one that-is hard to resist,

‘THE PACIFIC ISLANDS. 
‘JAPANESE PENETRATION . 


A correspondent writes to the 
Times.as. follows — z 
There has been s quiet, un- 
advertised, but, truly-remarkable- 
development going ‘on in © the 
islands of the Pacific. in the last 
Judged by present efforts and. 
the intentions of British investors 
ady interested’ in these 
islands, the delevopment in the 
Pacific will shortly assume 
wonderful proportions: The ex- 
tensive development of all tropical 
plant and marine products will 
create in the Pacific in the ‘near 
future a zone of great commercial 
activity. This progress, however, 
is liable to the dangers incidental 
to a rendezvous of many nations. 
Keen, perhaps bitter, rivalries in 
trade will spring into existence. 


‘| Without exaggeration it might 


even be said that this state 
affairs has already begun. 

In the past Australian traders 
have been most active. Since the 
-war they have_in_a_most. com- 
mendable manner mada” every 
effort to keep ships upon the 
Pacific, and {to prevent the ruin 
of the prospects of the islands for 
many years, which was on more 
than one occasion imminent. 
These traders in pre-war times 
had to contend with. the 


of 


unscrupulous competition of the| 


Germans. They fought long, 
fairly, and valiantly, and main- 
tained a goodly amount of this 
trade. "By the fortune of war, by 
curtailed shipping and the difficul- 
ties of obtaining frequent and 
adequate supplies of. goods from 
the Old World, the Australians 
have suffered a serious rebaff. 
The Japanese, who were Hittle 
known in the. Pacific islands five 
years ago, having during the war 
much 4vailable shipping, and 
being able to.supply large quanti- 
ties of goods suitable to the 
Pacific trade, have scored immen- 
ely,and promise-by their energy 
to command the greater part of 
the whole of the’ Pacific islands 
trade within the next five years. 
‘The advance of the Japanese in 
the Pacific during the war days 
has been amazing; their trading 
ships and luggers are to be found 
in the remotest corners of the 
most isolated islands. 

Not only was Australian trade 
—which of course is also British 
—checked in its progress by the 
war, it was, and is now, more 
acutely than ever hindered by the 
Commonwealth. The constant 
bold-up of shipping is. its worst 
enémy,and this has giveti splendid 
opportunities to the keen Japan- 
ese. In May last, when being 
held up by paltry industrial dis- 
putes in Australia; the Japanese 
were opening up new steamship 
lines in the Pacific, and actually 
were able toinclude German New 
Guinea, for which Australia has 
accepted a mandate: These 
labour troubles are dettroying the 
commercial opportunities of the 
Commonwealth and contributing 
very largely to the Japanese 
advance in Pacific. 

A great advantage to the 
Japanese is to be found in the 
higher wages paid to European 
masters and crews..: The salary 
of an Australian shipmaster will 
range from £35 to £40 a month, 
and his keep; an Australian 
sailor gets £13 to £15 per month, 
and he must have every food 
lurury possible for his employers 
to procure, according to union 
dictation. A Japanese captain 
will pass rich on £4 to £6 4 
month; a Japanese sailor only 
receives from £1 to £2 a month, 
and he is contented, loyal and 
efficient on a diet of rice and 
Jspanesbplums. "°° an 

Five years ago the Japanese’ 
and their wares were unknown in 
the Marshall Islands, and it 
might be added, anywhere in the 
Central Pacific Islands. Austra- 
lian trade despite German owner- 
ship, was paramount. To-day the 
Japanese hold the trade. of the 
whole of the Marshall group 
entirely, a loss of over £200,000 2 
year to Australia and Britain: 
This yedr will sce the end of 
Australian trade in those islands, 
after a faithfil service of over 25. 
years. Japanese trade ig spread- 
ing rapidly in the British Crown 
Colony of the Gilbert and Ellice 
Islands, and mainly through the 
apathy of.the Colonial’ Office, 
which is well acequainted with 
the facts. Po

Japanese traders in the Pacific . 
are smart business men, who. all 
speak English fluently and are 
adepts in acquiring native 
langueges. They are, as a rule, 
men who have received a com. ~ 
merejal training in England or 
North America, and they -are 
eager, enterprising, and energetic. 
In their spare time they’ are 
school-masters. Japanese trade 
has attracted the natives because 
the trades with the utmost dili- 
gence have set. themselves ta 
study the mative tastes, and 
requirements. Trade is brisk; and 
competition by other nationals is 
practically "impossible. Every 
iterrand article of trade is dis- — 
tinctively Japanese iz make, 
design, and attractiveness. The 
range is from needles ‘to anchors, 
from preserved fruits to patent 
medicines, from sewing machines 
to ‘gramophones, _from-. mest 
sauces to lager beers, from scents 
and pomades to European clothes . 
and shoes. . . 

- In preparing for the future the. 
Japanese authorities are looking 
far ahead. A line of modern | 
tourist steamers of 2,000 tons, 
especially built for the trade, 
plies regularly between Japan and © 
the Marshalls, returning via tha 
Carolines and the numerous ad-" 
joining islands. . :
